Boy Mlilpped \m Exprean 

A diminutive negro boj' reached 
Washington yesterday morning 
over the Chesapeake and Ohio Riil- 
way from Fayett« County, W. Va., 
billed through as liaggage and ex- 
pressage to the care of the station 
agent here. He was aiven the 
usual accommorlations of a jms- 
seiiger. The tag on the Ijoy i*ead : 

" Joseph Henderson, aged seven- 
teen, son of Alfred, of Eagle, W. 
Va. Mrs. James T. Rucker will 
meet him at the depot." 

The lad was not only deaf, dumb, 
and blind, luit apparently otheiwise 
afflicted also, and his <!oarse cloth- 
inir, his peculiar [losturo, and con- 
vulsive niovenieiiiH and walk, fieeu- 
liar to both the deaf and the blind, 
as well as the express tag and liag- 
gage check tied coi/spicuously upon 
his coat, caused him to aitract the 
attention of all who came near him. 

He was placed in the smoking- 
I'ooiii to await the coining of Mrs. 
Rucker. Hours passed and she ilid 
not appear. The woman's name 
could not be found in any of the cily 
directories. It was suggestert that 
the boy be sent lo the Columbia 
J'olytechnic Institute, on II Street, 
near Twenlielh Street, or to the E 
Street Home and Industrial School, 
but later it was learned that the 
lioy was not eligible to be admitt^-d 
to either, and if was suggested that 
Dr. E. M. Gallaudet. of Kendall 
Green, be communicated with. 

Jiist.then atleaf-mule re<!alled the 
name of Supt James T. Rucker, 
of the West Virginia School for the 
Deaf and Blind, and declared tlia'

A writer of the Columbus Even- 
ing Di.sp(tfch n^cently visited the 
Institution and spent some time 
with Miss HeddtMi and her deaf, 
dumb and blind pupil, John Porter 
Riley, and of her observations gave 
the following account in last Sun- 
day's paper : 

"Can there be anything more 
pathetic than the words 'blind and 
deaf ' for all the joy of life seems 
shut out from these unfortunates; 
yet seeing them one cannot but lie 
siirjirised that existence is such a 
delij»litful thing after all, for as a 
rule their finger tips bring to them 
sights that we cannot appreciate. 

"At his typewriter working 
diligently, sat a colored boy of six- 
teen in his room at the institution 
for the de:rf, the oi\ier day, and be- 
side him sat his teaehei. Miss (irace 
Iledden, who has this boy as her 
pupil. 

" He was writing to his grand- 
mother and the sheets contained 
hardly one mistake. When he was 
at all <loubtfnl, he turned to his 
teacher, who spelled rapidly upon 
her finger's placed within his /bioad 
palm the word he wished to use, or 
the phrase he wished to express and 
again the k(>y8 kept up their "click, 
click.' 

"Jolin Porter Riley came to the 
institution two years ago, having 
been 'discovered' by a Cleveland 
woman al his home in Akron, who 
knew tho State provided instruc- 
ii(m for the blind-deaf. He had 
lost sight and hearing whon seven 
years old, so that he could in a way 
articulate, but in srrch manner that 
no one could understand liiin ex- 
cept those with whom he lived. 
His mind is therefore that of a child 
of nine, but his progress has been so 
rapid that he does most excellent 
work in all branches. ^ 

" Mi.ss Hedden has been his con- 
slant companion since ho was 
lirought tiO the institution and while 
her pupil is a colored boy with all 
the characteristics of his race, he is 
vei-satile and interesting, with a 
sunny dispostion thai endears him 
lo those who know him. 

" It is ietereslinij to watch him 
at his machine writing tiis aithmetic 
lesson. With his left hand on his 
book (printed in Braille, or raised 
points), he feels the lesson and with 
his right hand clicks oflf the answers 
and his paper-s Br(> always (jorrect 
in every particular his mind possess- 
ing a mrtlhemalical bent that is 
quite wonderful. 

" Miss Hedden found lier pupil 
ignorant of everything when she 
first assumed charge of him, and the 
accou t of howslie tookol^joct after 
object, spelling th« name on her 
fingers for him to feel, then writing 
it in Braille, until he was familiar 
with the nam(>s; how she labored to 
understand his faulty arliculation 
and the care with which she makes 
him utter his wonis, form a very 
interesting story, and to see the 
pupil himself, wide-awake and in- 
terested! in everything, illustrates 
what is beins; done for these unfor- 
tunatt>s who have lost the most 
precious gifts of God. 

"The lioy is ingenions, and in 
his weeklj' trips to the carpenter 
shop has evolved many wonderful 
things. He has made a fall-leaf 
table on the ' mission ' or-der, that 
is a work of art ; be has found the 
works of a clock which he has re- 
paired and put 1ri a i^ase; he has 
made a wonderfnl contrivance with 
wheels of spools which he calls his 



automobile, and t.iking it altogether 
ho is an exceptionally bright youth 
and a great credit to his teacher, 
whose labors cannot l)e imagined liy 
an J' one who has never tried this 
method of instruction. 

" Miss Hedden comes from Upper 
Sandusky and was a stranger to this 
kind of work until she took the 
colored boy as her pupil, but her 
advancement has beerr rapid; her 
patience exhaustlessand her success 
in bringing the good things of life 
within reach of one whose sight and 
li((aring are gone, has been mar- 
velous." 

The first Inriependeiit Basket 
Ball team, under Manager Jon(>s, 
and accompanied by the writer, 
went down to Ashville last evening 
to play the High School team there. 
It was raining all evening and that 
prevented a l>ig crowd. However, 
over a hundred saw Ihecoiitett, and 
a pretty one it was. The final score 
was Ashville, 22; Indenendenis, 
Ifl Manasjer R. W. Kroff did the 
handsome thing after the game by 
treating to a fine lunch, consisting 
of sandwiches, coffee, cake, and 
lianauas. The treat was gieally 
enjoyed by the l)oy8. Mr. Ezra 
Hedges, whose home is in the town, 
was around, and helped explain 
matters durinsr the contest. What 
was most pleasing, several of the 
hearing people could talk to the 
deaf, having learned to "cut the 
air" with their lingers fro^'- M" 
Hedges. 

Ml. Ezra Hetlges came up lo 
Columbus this morning and from 
here left for Cleveland, where he 
will spend the ho'idays with his 
friends.
